Local man dies during gun battle with 
poiice and county speciai weapons unit 


An apartment house at 110 N. Lima Street in 
Sierra Madre erupted into violence Monday evening 
and a resident of the Mauna Loa Apartment House 
died following a gun battle with local police and 
the Special Weapons division of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Dept. 

Gary William Clark, about 44, barricaded him¬ 
self in his apartment, “E,” the middle north side 
on the bottom floor. There are 12 apartments in 
the building, an investment property owned jointly 
by Barbara Le Veque of Arcadia and Dr. Carlton 
Burlison of Sierra Madre. 

Neighbors said they heard three shots and glass 

Parking group 
quits to the man 

The Sierra Madre Parking Committee quit en 
masse last Saturday after having been in existence 
for two years. 

Frank Goss, who had been chairman before 
Fred Wesley took over recently, explained why they 
all decided to resign: “Because in two years we 
have had no support from two city councils. We 
met every Thursday evening for a year and not 
once did a councilmember come. We could not even 
get a liaison. They showed no interest. The com¬ 
mittee is very disappointed and we hope the coun¬ 
cil in the future will have representation from our 
business district.” 

Goss added, “The council couldn’t make a 
decision. They didn’t want any solutions.” 

Goss said that their concept in part included 
the fohnwing; adding barriers along Sierra Madre 
Blvd.; slowing down traffic on the boulevard; 
adding lighting in existing parking lots; purchasing 
the land behind Kersting Court so that more park¬ 
ing could be added to an already congested parking 
area. 

“Just now they are beginning to landscape 
the parking area behind the old city hall. We asked 
them to do that two years ago. The worst crunch 
is Kersting Court which is full 99% of the day. 
What we wanted was to clean up the area behind 
Kersting Court. The council refused to do that. The 
situation could have been solved. Without parking 
those businesses will suffer.” 

Members of the committee are Fred Wesley, 
Larry Lutzow, Frank Goss, Frank Van Dongen 
and Douglas Delahooke.

breaking about 8:30 p.m. Monday. They were not 
sure if the noise was firecrackers or actual gun shots 
but they called the Sierra Madre police about 10 
minutes later. After police arrived, Clark allegedly 

leveled a shotgun on one of them and missed, 
then the local police called in the county sheriff’s 
department. 

Apartment neighbors were advised to stay 
inside at the back of their homes until about 9:30 
when they were advised to leave since tear gas would 
undoubtedly be used. More and more random gun 
shots were heard while Clark continued to use 
several guns he had stored in his apartment. 

Bob Bell, supervisor of the Pasadena Chapter 
of Red Cross, led evacuation of the apartntent house 
residents to the park house where they were in¬ 
stalled during the rest of the foray. Candace Taylor 
of the local Red Cross office stayed with neighbors, 
serving snacks and soft drinks. 

One neighbor said he came home just after 
9 p.m., saw the police cars, stood listening five 
minutes, then noticed a screen off the bathroom 
window of the suspect’s apartment. He said he 


thought, “This is crazy. There is a curtain rod out¬ 
side the apartment.” He leaned the screen up against 
the wall and saw “lots of stuff piled on the bed o1 
the bedroom.” He noticed a window shattered and 
asked another neighbor what was going on. 

She answered that Clark had come out with 

a shotgun and had already shot three times. 

“You don’t know what’s going on until you see 
drawn guns,” he said of the local police who by 
this time were attempting to coax Clark out of his 
apartment and to relinquish his guns. That same 
neighbor drew out the floor plan of the apartment 
for police so they could come up with a plan for 
removing Clark without danger to the neighbors. 

Neighbors said the suspect yelled at police and 
fired out his front door at the apartment across 
the center court, thinking he was firing at police. 

The special weapons division arrived and at¬ 
tempted to call Clark by phone but they were still 
hearing gun shots.

Bill and Verna Chilton 
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California plates 
are necessary 

Persons working or living in Califor¬ 
nia who recently moved to this state have 
only until July 20 to put California license 
plates on their vehicles without paying 
penalties. 

This reminder of a new law which 
took effect July 1, 1985, has been issued 
by the Department of Motor Vehicles 
Director George E. Meese. 

“Under the old law,” Meese says, 
“out-of-state owners of non-commercial 
vehicles brought to California could use 
them here until the out-of-state plates ex¬ 
pired, but not more than one year. The 
new law, however, says vehicles must 
be registered in California within 20 days 
of first operation in this state of the out- 
of-state owner has established residency 
or become employed here.” 

DMV officials estimate that owners 
of 120,000 vehicles already in California 
will have to comply Immediately with the 
new law or face 20% penalty fees if they 
register after the 20-day period. 

There is an exception for non-resident 
military personnel who are on active duty 
in California. 

Persons who must register their 
vehicles may wish to telephone their local 
DMV office for an appointment, since the 
vehicle must be brought to the DMV for 
Inspection. They will need to know what 
evidence of ownership and/or registration 
to take with them. 

Annual permanent immigration to 
California has been averaging 200,000 
persons. 

The law presumes that a person is a 
California resident If he or she; 

• Has registered to vote in Cali¬ 
fornia; 

e Has a business or employment 
address here; 

• Accepts gainful employment here; 

e Pays resident tuition at a Cali¬ 
fornia institution of higher learn¬ 
ing; 

• Has children enrolled In a Cali¬ 
fornia primary or high school; 

• Rents or leases a home for resi¬ 
dence here; 

• Has a California drivers license; 

• Declares residency to obtain a 
license or other privilege not or¬ 
dinarily extended to non-residents; 

• Acts In other ways to indicate a 
presence In California that is more 
than transient or temporary. 

The burden of proving that he/she 
Is not a California resident is on the 
vehicle owner if any of these conditions 
apply. 

Also, a vehicle used in California 
more than in any other state has to be 
registered here. 

DMV expects the new law to increase 
California revenues by $9 million in the 
1985/86 fiscal year and $8 million per year 
thereafter.

Since summertime is vacation time, 
why not take some advice from the Great¬ 
er Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Council to make vacation time a safe time. 

Before departing on your trip, be sure 
to stop delivery of mail and newspapers 
or arrange for someone to regularly collect 
them. Also, a timer to switch your lights 
on and off will prevent a burglar from 
getting any bright ideas. Check your car 
and make sure the cooling system, brakes, 
safety belts and tires are all in good 
working order. 

Everyone should have safety belts 
fastened, with small children protected by 
child safety seats. Stick to the speed 
limit, reduce speed in bad weather and 
don’t drink and drive. Following these 
simple rules of thumb will get you safely 
to your destination. 

If swimming is part of your vacation¬ 
ing, remember that small children require 
constant supervision. Don’t overestimate 
your swimming ability by getting too far 
from shore and always swim with a buddy. 

Some vacations are spoiled by severe 
sunburn. Take the sun in small doses. Use 
a suntan oil which contains a sunscreen. 
Reapply your sunscreen after swimming 
and after every few hours of exposure. 
The most sensitive spots on your body are 
the nose, eye contours, throat, chest and 
the backs of hands, feet and knees. Pay 
careful attention to the amount of ex¬ 
posure to these areas. 

When boating, don’t overload or 
stand up in the boat, wear a lifejacket 
and remember that alcohol and boating 
don’t mix. 

Camping also poses hazards.Keep 
your fire a safe distance from the tent. 
Use only battery-powered lights Inside a 
tent, never candles or kerosene lanterns.

PAW HUNTS 


“Vacationing with your Pet” 

Part I: Car Travel 

As summer approaches, many pets will 
accompany their owners on vacation. Cats, 
and some dogs will ride safely if they are 
placed in a pet carrier. It should be large 
enough so that your pet can stand and move 
around comfortably. Ventilation is important, 
so choose a carrier which is screened on two 
or more sides. Consider the weight of your 
pet when deciding between a side door or a top 
door, as top latches undergo more stress from 
constant lifting. 

A few days prior to your trip, bring out 
the carrier so your pet can explore it. Entice 
him inside with familiar toys and bedding and 
allow him to go in and out freely. 

To introduce your pet to riding in the 
carrier and to riding in the car, take a few 
short trips near home before making a journey 
that lasts hours or days. On these trial runs, 
watch your pet for symptoms of motion sick¬ 
ness (panting, salivating or vomiting). Pets who 
are uncomfortable with car travel are happier 
if left at home. 

If it is necessary to transport your pet, 
tranquilizers and motion sickness medications 
can help make him more comfortable. Dogs 
can be given 2 mg. of Dramamine for every 
pound of body weight; information on tran¬ 
quilizers and dosages for cats should be ob¬ 
tained from your veterinarian. 

As a final point, don’t ever leave your 
pet in a hot car — dehydration and death 
can quickly occur. Be sure to keep fresh 
water available and make frequent stops.

Places to go and people to see 


Two weeks since school recessed. Mothers 
are crazed. The kids are bored. What can they 
do with them. There are no camps for 3- and 
4-year olds. It’s going to be a long hot summer. 

A one word answer — water! 

Kids and water go together. Maybe be¬ 
cause it hasn’t been very long since they lived 
in it. It is soothing, cheap, comparatively 
speaking, clean — at least to begin with — and 
easily accessible. What more can be asked of 
a toy? 

Here are some ideas for summer water 

fun: 

Paint the garage, driveway, house, patio, 
whatever — with water. All that is needed is 
a big old paint brush and a bucket or dish- 
pan or other container. 

Draw on the sidewalk or other cement 
area with ice cubes. They melt quickly, you 
can use this for a lesson in evaporation if you 
feel you have to teach the kids something 
every day. It’s cool on the hands and no 
harm to the concrete. 

Wash all the plastic ware in the house. 


Kids can stand on a chair at the kitchen sink 
when the smog is too thick to go outside. The 
worst thing that can happen is water on the 
floor. At our house it’s a blessing in disguise, 
a clean floor. 

Wash the tricycles, toys, dolls, anything 
handy. Big pans of mild, soapy water and big 
rags or sponges out in the back yard. Per¬ 
haps the patio furniture, dog, or even the 
car? 

This is my favorite. Go up to the ice 
house, get a block of ice for five quarters. 
Let the kids paint with tempera paints or water 
colors on the ice block. Every minute brings 
a change in the design as the ice melts and 
the colors run. It can be rinsed off with the 
hose or doused with a glass of water for a fresh 
start. Don’t be surprised if the kids put their 
feet on it! 

Once you get started with water play, the 
kids will take over with great ideas. Remem¬ 
ber mud holes?

This common sense book, called “Bugbusters,” 
is a “how to” book on irradicating all types of 
pests from the home. It contains “recipes” made 
up of household items easily available to the con¬ 
sumer. 

Lifton would ban all pesticides and instead opts

for “easy kills” such as commercial boric acid to 
expel cockroaches. 

“Although the insect has learned to avoid 
chemical pesticides that it can smell and has de¬ 
veloped immunity to others, it has never learned 
to avoid boric acid or become resistant to it,” 
Lifton says in the book. 

Silica gel is another powder that clears out 
’roaches, according to Lifton. 

She also outlines various types of traps that 
rid the home of other unwanted pests. 

The cockroach is just one pest Lifton takes 
on in her book. She discusses and describes me¬ 
thods of getting rid of “critters in the crackers,” 
talks about control of rats and mice, the fly, mos¬ 
quito, lice and bedbugs, silverfish, moths and all 
varieties of garden insects. And ants, spiders, 
wasps . . . you name it. She describes ways of get¬ 
ting rid of all varmints. 

In the last chapter Lifton takes on pesticides, 
outlining their history and describing some of the 
more common accidents that can happen when we 
use pesticides. She judges them according to their 
danger and offers suggestions of using them as 
safely as possible. 

Bernice Lifton, who lives in Upper Hastings 
Ranch, decided to do her book when the family 
first discovered roof rats in their home. They heard 
the pests and even saw them. Then one night they 
heard the unmistakable “hoot” of an owl and soon 
there were no more roof rats. 

That started a whole chain reaction of re¬ 
search and articles on control of pests. And none 
of them sold. Then as an impetus, her son suffered 
a severe allergic reaction to an anti-flea pesticide. 
“That galvanized my beliefs. An editor friend heard 
my idea and insisted I send a 45-page proposal, 
two sample chapters and an outline to McGraw/

Hill and they accepted it.” 

It was first rejected by Rodale, the publishers 
of Prevention magazine and then ironically later 
they bought the book for their book club. The rest 
is history. The book is doing exceedingly well and 
can be purchased in Sierra Mhdre at Continuum 

Bookstore on N. Baldwin. . 

It is also available at Vroman’s, Walden 
Books, Dalton Pickwick and Bungalow News. 
Actually it is probably available in any bookstore. 
It was advertised in USA today and was recom¬ 
mended by the Library Journal. 

“The tabloid Star is buying a chapter and will 
probably place it right along with do-it-yourself 
Caesarian sections,” Lifton quipped. 

“I’ve become more tolerant of spiders and 1 
know that garden snakes are helpful.

However, 1 do have my 
share of loathing,” Lifton says. 

Lifton was born and raised in New York City 
near Columbia University and graduated from Vas- 
sar. She became an economist and was married 1 'A 
years later. 

“I fell into editing when I got tired of re¬ 
jection slips,” Lifton says. She has done many trade 
books such as the nine books she has edited for 
Architectural Digest. 

The Liftons originally came to California when 
husband David entered Caltech for his Masters 
degree after WWII. David taught at Penn State for 
3 A years before returning to Jet Propulsion Lab, 
then on to North American Aviation which is now 
Rockwell. He has retired and, according to Bernice, 
is a good wood sculptor and photographer.

And that is how it was...

They tell me that it was a cold rainy 
night when I put in my appearance at the 
Bayard Rancho at 965 E. Grand View in 
January of 1907. The doctor had difficulty 
getting his horse and buggy up the hill from 
Monrovia. (Grand View is now Grandview.) 

For health reasons my mother had left 
her home in upstate New York, having heard 
that Sierra Madre was one of the three 
healthiest places in the world; which it was at 
that time. She and girl friends would travel 
each weekend via Santa Fe from Los Angeles 
to Sierra Madre where they would camp on 
the Grand View acreage. 

Then when she met and married my father, 
Walton W. Bayard, they bought the 10acres, 
hoping to make it their permanent home. 
However, even after the big Red car came to 
town, it was still a long way east to the ranch, 
so with two children by this time, we moved 
closer to the village. 

My father was the West Coast 
representative of a Philadelphia pharmaceutical 
company, and was on the road sometimes for 
months at a time. Before coming to California 
he had been head of the Census department 
under President Cleveland and his personal 
friend. President McKinley. 

My earliest memories of Sierra Madre 
were of my aunt’s chicken ranch at 435 and 
445 East Grand View, where she had 2000 
chickens and all manner of fruit trees. At 
that time there were few houses but many 
orchards. In fact, when we built the house 
where I still live, it was one of three houses 
on the block, along with several tent houses. 
The home was finished in 1912 in time for 
the birth of my youngest brother, Edward, 
Walton having been born in Los Angeles in 
1910. 

Sierra Madre School was where I spent 
my first eight grades, and although I spent 
my early years with an invalid mother, there 
are many happy memories. She was a godly 
woman, lovable and happy, and surrounded 
by many friends. 

It was the year after she died in 1919 
that I was acclaimed the Sierra Madre 
champion athlete. I still have the eight blue 
ribbons to prove that I won first place in 
each event at our annual field day at Sierra 
Madre School. These events included broad 
jump, high jump, relay race, 100 yd. dash, 

50 yd. dash, etc. Oh, to turn back the clock! 

Then 10 years later I returned to the 









Sierra Madre School as kindergarten teacher, 
and as far as I know I may be the only 
teacher left who was teaching here when the 
new school was built in 1930. 

It was soon after we moved into our 
beautiful new school that Alden and I were 
married. After our second child was born, I 
gave up teaching for awhile, although during 
the depression days 1 had the distinction of 
being the first director of the Alhambra 
Day Care Center and pre-school. 

Although 1 spent most of my teaching 
years in Glendale, we lived in Sierra Madre 
the greater part of the time and our three 
children still consider this as home. 

Our son. Dr. William Webster Jr., is a 
pharmacist and lives with his wife and children 
in Rosemead. He has one son and a grandson 
living in Alaska, and really loving it there. We 
look forward to a trip to visit them. 

Nancy Allmond, our daughter, lives in 
Berkeley, and is the wife of one of the 
outstanding pediatricians at the University of 
California there. They have two sons, Bayard, 
and Peck who is a student at U. of California 
Santa Cruz. 

Our younger son. Bud, is a high school 
teacher as far north as one can go and still 
be in California. He and his wife, 

Charlotte, and five children live out of Yreka.

in the Scott River Valley in a little farming 
community, Etna. One of their children has 
graduated from Bila University and one is in 
his second year there. The three at home are 
well on their way. Thirteen-year-old twins and 
16 year-old Paul Webster who is the champion 
distance runner of No. California. 

Since retirement from public school in 
1967 I have had some busy years. In 1969 I 
returned to Whittier College, completed 32 
units of work and took my degree with the 
class of 1970. From that time on 1 have spent 
in one or another pre-school, with the 
exception of one year when Alden and 1 were 

short-time missionaries and were dorm parents 
in the Philippines at Faith Academy, a mission 
school in Manila for children of American 
Missionaries from all parts of S.E. Asia. 

Travel has been one of my favorite 
“pastimes.” It was while I was teaching in 
Glendale that 1 was given a sabbatical leave 
for a year of travel. After four months in the 
Orient I returned home; then shortly I travelled 
by freighter to Europe where I picked up a 
VW and proceeded to drive alone nearly 10,000 
miles through Europe and ending in Mallorca 
where 1 was joined by husband, Alden. We 
drove back through France, Spain, Italy, 
Switzerland, Germany and Holland, when 
Alden found it necessary to fly home from 
Amsterdam. After he left 1 had a tour of 
France and a trip to the Scandinavian 
countries. When it was time for me to return 
home 1 brought the car with me on the ship 
to Montreal, stopping on New York to help 
Nancy when her second son was born, and 
then a long drive across U.S.and home to 
Sierra Madre. 

1 find that as one gets older the days 
run into each other and there just aren’t 
enough hours in the day. 

We are looking forward to a trip to 
Delaware where our daughter and her family 
spend a month each summer, and where they 
have bought and restored a house along the 
shore, built in 1770, until now it is quite 
a showplace. Two years ago we saw it when 
we spent two months in our motor home 
enjoying the fall colors and visitng my 
mother’s birthplace near West Point, N.Y. 

To make one little correction to a 
statement in a previous news item, 1 was born 
in Sierra Madre 8 days, not years, before 
Sierra Madre became a city and was 
incorporated. 

And now, it’s almost time for the parade, 
and 1 shall be looking for you.

When Dusty Rose gets into the act, all sorts 
of fascinating clues start to appear. And as if by 
magic, “a class act” is one perpetrated by a Sierra 
Madrean who teaches English at Temple City High 
School. 

Shirley A. Rosenkranz is the catalyst, counselor 
and leader of a new book called ‘‘Kindred Spirits” 
that has just hit the stands. It can be purchased 
at Continuum Bookstore in Sierra Madre, at Temple 
City High School and at Country Bookstore in 
Temple City. 

The book features a grouping of short suspense 
stories written by members of the honors English 
class at Temple City High, led by teacher Rosen¬ 
kranz. There is one common denominator in each 
story: Dusty Rose, an English teacher, appears as 
the secondary character along with the main charac¬ 
ter who is the student writer. Indeed this project 
is what the students have named it — ‘‘a class 
act.” 

‘‘This has really been a terrific opportunity for 
a young author to get published” — “It’s a once- 
in-a-lifetime chance” — “She (Shirley Rosenkranz) 
gave me a chance to have my dreams come true, 
to be published” — “All the hard work paid off” 

“I have already created three sequels to my ori¬ 
ginal story. She has helped me learn a trade. More 
schools should get together and do this sort of 
thing.” 

Those are just a few of the remarks gleaned 
from the students who have been working on the 
collection of stories for two years. Over those years, 
no enthusiasm has paled. It is a remarkable mar¬ 
riage between an English teacher who wants to 
prove that the education system is not deteriorating 
and a group of students who refuse to get bogged 
down in the peer group system.

They fired tear gas into the apartment which 
usually brings out the suspect. Then, as was regis¬ 
tered on the radio a half block away, they fired 
“flash bang” guns to distract the suspect with the 
instant lights that are produced. 

Shortly thereafter the radio reported, “Suspect 
down. Fire department should come in and hose 
down the area. The fire is out.” 

Commander Capt. Patrick Devaney was in 
charge of the Special Weapons team and Com¬ 
mander Roy Brown of the Sheriff’s Department 
assisted. Also there was L.A. County Homicide 
Lt. Barrett Fitzgerald. Deputy Lynda R. Edmonds 
was press liaison. 

Neighbors said the suspect was “kind of 
quiet.” One noticed that he was on vacation and up 
early that morning, by 6:15 a.m. “It seemed like 
he was going to put in a peaceful day at the pool.” 

Another said she felt “Sad. I hope nothing 
like this happens again.” 

Residents all work or go to school and said 
they do not see each other often. They noted that 
it was “a very quiet building.” 

Clark moved in February, 1982; however, he 
had lived in the apartment building eight to 10 
years ago. 

His parents, Harold and Constance Clark, 
live in Upper Hastings Ranch. * 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts told The 
News in an aside that there was a monthly police 
reserve training meeting that evening and that the 
14 reserves had participated in the on-the-spot 
training.

Shiny metal balloons — 
so much fun and so pret¬ 
ty to look at — actually 
threaten the lives and 
pocketbooks of South¬ 
ern Californians when 
they are released and rise 
into electric power lines. 

That is the word from 
Don Meyer, Monrovia 
district area manager for 
Southern California Edi¬ 


son Company. “Metal 
balloons are excellent 
conductors of electricity. 
When they short circuit 
electric lines, the result 
is a flash of heat that 
can melt the wires and 
cause them to drop from 
utility poles,” says Mey¬ 
er. 

“Even when no one is 
hurt, the short circuits 


result in costly power 
outages to businesses, 
public institutions and 
homes,” he explains. 

In one recent week¬ 
end, Edison suffered 
seven outages caused by 
metal balloons, and over 
7500 customers were 
without power for some 
time, Meyer reports.

Re-Creation of the 
Way We Were in 
Revolutionary War 


They call tt a “window into history." And 
this “window” looks out onto a re-creation of 
the Delaware Regiment of Foot of 1777. The 
Brigade of the American Revolution will 
re-create the regiment’s encampment 
at Los Encinos Sute Historical Park on 
Ventura Boulevard near Balboa Boulevard in 
Encino. Guided toiurs of the encampment, 
complete with soldiers, blacksmiths, women 
and children, will show visitors what life in 
the Revolutionary Era was like. 

All of the materials used, from the thread 
count of the cloth to the weaponry, are either 
originals or authentically re-created. Sharon 
Kayser, a member of the local Regiment of 
Foot, said her involvement started when her 
husband needed help with his uniforms. It 
grew into a family project as she Uught her 
8- and 10-year-old daughters crafts and 
games that children of the 18th Century 
played. 

“You can understand a lot about people 
from the clothes they wore. I have gained a 
new respect for the people of the time,” 
Kayser,said of the whalebone corsets she 
wears as an 18thr Century woman. 

The local chapter selected the Delaware 
Regiment of Foot of 1777 as their unit 
because of its honorable achievement record. 
David vveidner, the West Coast commander 
of the brigade, said it is imporUnt that people 
“realize what kind of standards they lived by 
to bring us freedom.”

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Local dog trainer suggests 
buying pet that suits famiiy 


A part-time job meant to get a starving 
student through college blossomed into a full-time 
career for a Sierra Madre man. 

Bob Penny has been a trainer and profes¬ 
sional dog handler since 1950, a job he started 
while attending USC. After a year in law school 
there, he had enough clients among pet owners to 
become an entrepreneur on his own. 

“1 just love it,” he says of his profession. 
But then he’s always had a knack with dogs. 
“I like animals and people,” he grins. 

His father was in the military service and as a 
child he brought every stray pet home with him. 
There were always pets to drag from army base 
to army base. 

Penny’s scope of knowledge about dogs is 
unique. Through all the discussion in the interview. 
Penny emphasizes the need for prospective dog 
owners to do their homework and shop around 
before buying that pet. 

‘‘You have to buy a breed that suits your 
personality. Some people are looking for strictly a 
pet, someone to play with. Others want watch 
dogs,” Penney says. 

‘‘Labradors and Golden Retrievers are bred as 
sporting dogs. Terriers are lively, are a kick, a 
big laugh, lots of fun. If you live in Southern 
California, you should remember the warm sum¬ 
mers and think about buying a short-coated animal. 
St. Bernards, for instance, are more likely to suffer 
from the heat. 

‘‘You need to think about where you’re living, 
the size of the yard, whether the family is only 
adults or if there are children in the family. 
Get a book, read up on the breeds, then call me 
and I’ll try to help,” Penny says, as owner 
of ABC Training, 355-6191. 

Dogs that shed little hair are Terriers, Poodles, 
Schnauzers. They do need to go to the groomer, 
however. Other breeds don’t need to be groomed 
but must be constantly combed and the owner must 
clean up after several long-haired breeds. 

Are there any pets Penny suggests as the best? 
The Welsh Corgi and Basset hounds are excellent. 

Of course, the best protection dog is the Ger¬ 
man Shepherd, Rottweiler or Doberman. ‘‘But 
then a watchdog is any dog that barks,” Penny 
remarks. 

The most popular breeds? The top five not in 
order, include Poodles, Cocker Spaniels, Golden 
Retrievers, Dobermans and Shepherds. Personally, 
Penny enjoys German Shepherds the most. They are 
easily trainable and generally intelligent; however. 


there are bright and dumb dogs in all breeds. 

Penny believes the most intelligent breeds are 
German Shepherds, .standard Poodles, Shelties and 
Golden Retrievers. 

‘‘Overall they are the easiest to work with in 
obedience school,” he explains. These dogs want to 
please the owner or handler. He says Labs are the 
best working dogs in the field overall. 

Terrier breeds are not as apt to please. They 
have minds of their own; they want to do it their 
way. 

‘‘If you buy a purebred dog, buy from a 
breeder. Find out who has a litter or which dogs 
are expecting litters,” Penny cautions. 

If you get a dog frorn a humane society, 
find out as much about the dog’s background as 
possible. Why is he there? Does he jump fences? 
Is he good with children? Is he too aggressive? 




Many Shepherd mixes and Lab mixes make 
good pets. The popular Cockapoo (Poodle and 
Cocker Spaniel) is “cute and has a good temper¬ 
ament although it’s an individual on its own,” 
Penny explains. He adds that most mixes work out 

well. 

Price ranges of dogs? A purebred is usually 
at least $400, but then it depends in the dog’s 
show potential. Some German Shepherds sell for as 
much as $30,000 to $40,000. 

How to train? Try to think like a dog. Use 
the same psychology you’d use on a child. The 
training is not that different. 

Before taking a dog to obedience school, it 
is wise to visit a class first. Watch the techniques 
and see that they apply to you. The rule is to 
be firm but not inhumane. 

Penny has many ongoing classes and says it’s 
a thrill to turn out a dog that is under control, 
that is a joy to its owner. 

Penny often goes to the client and numbers 
several celebrities among those whose animals he has 
trained. 

Basic obedience training is 10 weeks. Classes 
are an hour long and the client’s homework is 
usually about 20 minutes per day. 

Penny and his wife, Marlis, have a son and 
daughter, and one grandchild.
